To render the whole as explicit as uſeful, Tables of 
the Acceſſion of all the Sovereigns are annexed, in 
which may be ſeen, in one view, who were cotempo- 
raries from the year 800 to the preſent time; that æra 
being fixed on, as England ſoon after became govern- 
ed by a ſingle monarch. 


In order to enable the reader to find out whatever

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ſhut himſelf up in Windſor caſtle, but was taken priſoner, and 
peace concluded in September; when Henry viftited France, 
returned in October, ſeized Windſor, and attempted Dover. 
The Londoners refuſed the King admittance. In December 
Henry went to France, and referred the difference to that 
King. In Februafy, 1264, he awarded it in favour of the 
King, which the Barons refuſed to abide by, -and war was 
renewed. Henry returned to England, and on May 12 gave 
the Barons a rough anſwer to a reſpec ful letter they ſent him. 


May 14, he was defeated by the Barons at Lewes in Suſſex, 


when Henry, with his brother Richard, and his ſon Edward, 
were taken. prifoners, and 5000 men flain. In July the Queen 
raiſed troops in France to releaſe her huſband. Jan. 22, 1265, 
the firſt Knights of the Shires and Burgeſſes were ſummoned 
to Parliament, On March 14, Prince Edward' was releaſed, 
and the King continued a priſoner. In May he joined the 
Earl of Glouceſter to releaſe his father. On Auguſt 4, he 
defeated the Earl of Leiceſter, who was lain, at Eveſham in 
Worceſterſhire, and releaſed bis father Henry, who revoked 
the grants made during his captivity.

Thus ended the reign of Edward V, 


after it had laſted only 2 months and 10 days, 
3 RICHARD III. ſurnamed Croox-Back, afcended the 


throne, June 18, and was the laſt of the line of the Planta- 
genets. He was the eighth and youngeſt ſon of Richard, 


| Duke of York, and brother to Edward IV. and the Duke of 


Clarence. On June 19 he married Ann, youngeſt daughter 
of the great Earl of Warwick, and widow of Prince Edward, 
ſon of Henry VI. and they were crowned July 7. In Aug. 
Edward V. and his brother the Duke of York, were ſmothered 
in the Tower, and privately buried under the ſtairs of the 
White 'Tower. In Auguſt, Richard created his ſon Edward 
Prince of Wales, at Vork. In September the Duke of Buck- 
ingham took up arms againſt Richard, in favour of the Earl 

Richmond, but was betrayed, and beheaded at Shrewſbury 


in October. On October 12, the Earl of Richmond embarked 


at St. Malo's, with 5000 men, and 40 ſhips, but was obliged 
to put back. In 1484, Jan, 23, he was attainted, and Richard's

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title ſupported by the Engliſh Parliament. Tn April Richard 
renewed his foreign alliances. In September the Duke of 
Richmond went to France. Richard's only ſon, the Prince of 
Wales, died, and his Queen ſoon after, Richard endeavoured 
in vain to marry the Lady Elizabeth, but ſhe refuſed him, In 
148; Richard fitted out a fleet to oppoſe the landing of 
the Earl of Richmond ; but apprehending no danger, he or- 
dered it into harbour till the ſpring. France affiſted the Earl 
of Richmond, who aſſembled his troops at Roan: he em- 
barked at Harfleur, July 31, and landed at Milford Haven, 
Auguſt 6, and marched to Shrewſbury, Richard was at Not- 
tingham. On Avguſt 22 they met at Boſworth in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, when the King's troops amounted to 13,000, the Earl 
of Richmond's but to 5000, when Richard was totally defeated 
and ſlain, with the loſs of 1200 men; but the Earl did not loſe 
above 100. Richard's crown, being found in the field of battle 
by a ſoldier, was brought to Sir William Stanley, who putting 
it on the Earl of Richmond's head, ſaluted him King, Thus 
fell King Richard III. aged near 34 years, having reigned 
but two years, two months, and two days, whoſe body was 
buried at Leiceſter. With him ended the wars of York and 
Lancaſter, and the Platitagenets or Angevin Kings.

1485 HENRY VII. Earl of Ricumond, grandſon of Owen Tu- 


dor and Queen Catherine, widow of Henry V. and by his 
mother deſcended from John of Ghent, Duke of Lancaſter, 
ſon of Edward III. was proclaimed Auguſt 22, and the next 
day impriſoned the Earl of Warwick, ſon of the late Duke of 
Clarence, in the Tower. Auguſt 27, Henry arrived at Lon- 
don, and was crowned October 30, when he inſtituted the 
yeomen of the guard. In September commenced the ſweating 
ſickneſs, which carried off ſeveral thouſands, particularly in 
London.

In September, Lambert 
Simnel perſonated the Duke of York, and was ſet up to op- 
poſe Henry. , He alſo perſonated Edward Earl of Warwick, 
and went to Ireland, where he was proclaimed King of Eng- 
land, &c. John de la Pole, Earl of Lincoln, whom Richard 
III. had declared his heir, eſpouſed Simnel's intereſt, and con- 
certed meaſures to dethrone Henry 3 he landed in Ireland May, 
1487, and from thence went into Lancaſhire in June, with 8000 
men, where they were defeated at Stoke, near Newark, on 
June 18, when the Earl of Lincoln was ſlain, 4000 of his men 
ted, and S:mnel taken priſoner and brought to London, 
where he was made a turnſpit in the King's kitchen.

On October 6, 1492, Henry, with 25,000 
foot, and 1600 Forſe, went to Calais, and on Nov, 3 concluded 
A peace with France On Dec. 17, the Ducheſs of Burgundy, 
Edward IV. “s ſiſter, ſet up Perkin Warbeck, to perſonate Ed- 
ward, Duke of York, her nephew, to diſturb Henry, In 
1493 Henry diſcovered the impoſture of Perkin, and demand- 
ed him of the Archduke Philip, on whoſe denial he ordered 
all the Flemings to quit England, In 1494 the conſpirators 
in favour of Perkin were diſcovered to Henry. In January, 
1495, Sir William Stanley, who put the crown on Henry's 
head at Boſworth, was beheaded for treaſon. In July, Perkin 
landed in Kent, but was beat off by the inhabitants. On 
October 13 be landed in Scotland, where he was married to 
Catherine, daughter to the Karl of Huotley, as Duke of Vork. 
In 1496 Henry ſent Cabot to make diſcoveries in America. 
In March, the Scotch entered Northumberland in favour of 
Perkin, In 1497 an inſurrection happened in Cornwall, on 
account of taxes. They were defeated on Blackheath by the 
King, June 22, when they amounted to 16,060 men, 2000 
were ſlain. In Sept. peace with Scotland, and Perkin was 
_ obliged to retire from thence. In 1498 a rebeliion in Corn- 
wall, headed by Perkin, who landed at Bodmin, Sept. 7, and 
aſſumed the name of Richard IV. He was repulſed at Exe- 
ter, and fled to Taunton, and from thence to Beauleau Abbey, 
where his army of 6000 men ſubmitted. Perkin was brought 
priſoner to London. On Dec. 21, Sheen Palace was burnt 
down, but rebuilt and called Richmond. In 1499 Perkin 
eſcaped, but was retaken, ſet in the ſtocks, and ſent to the 
Tower. May 19, Prince Arthur, the King's eldeſt ſon, was 
married to Catherine, Infanta of Spain, by proxy. Nov. 16, 
Perkin and the Earl of Warwick attempted to eſcape from the 
Tower, aud were executed foon after. Warwick was the laſt 
of the houſe of York. In 1500 Henry went to Calais, on 
account of the playue in England, where he had an interview 
with the Archduke Philip. In 1501, Oct. 2, the marriage of 
Prince Arthur was celebrated, when the Princeſs Catherine 
arrived, On April 2, 1502, Prince Arthur died, and was buried 
at Worceſter, In 1533 Henry built his chapel at Weſtmiaſter, 
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which coſt 14, oool. Queen Elizabeth died in child-bed, 
Feb. 16, and Was buried at Weſtminſter. Henry oppreſſed his 
ſubjects by taxes, fines, &c. In June, Prince Henry was con- 
tracted in marriage with Catherine, his brother Arthur's' wi. 
dow. On Avguſt 8, James IV. of Scotland married the 
Princeſs Margaret. In January, 1506, Philip the Archduke, 
and his Ducheſs, were driven by a florm on the coaſt of Eng- 
land, and were entertained by Henry at Windſor; when a 
treaty of commerce was ſettled between England and the Low 
Countries. In 1507 Henry continued his exactions, and ac- 


cumulated 1, 800, oool. which he kept privately to himſelf. In 


December, 1508, the Archduke Charles married Princeſs Mary, 
and pawned a jewel to Henry, called the rich Fleur- de lis, 
for 50,co0 crowns. In 1509 Henry, finding his death drawing 
near, granted a general pardon, and made his will; ordering 


_reſtitution to be made of all that his miniſters had exacted, and 


died at Richmond, aged near 53, having reigned 23 years, 8 
months, and was buried at Weitminſter, under a monument 
that coſt 1oool. and was ſucceeded by his only ſon 


150 HENRY VIII. aged 18 years, 10 months, and 6 days, who was 


proclaimed April 22 ; and June 7 he married Catherine of

In 
1516 Henry VIII. of England objected to the Duke ot Albany's 
being tutor to his nephew, whoſe heir he was; which objection 
was over-ruled, and a treaty of peace was ſigned Jan. 8, 1517, 
when the Regent viſited France, and appointed ſeven deputies 
in his abſence, where he ſtaid five years. In 1522 Henry of 
England threatened Scotland with war if they would not reject 
their Regent, but without effect. He baniſhed the Scots from 
England in 1522, and invaded Scotland by land and ſea, but 


was repulſed, and again in 1523, when the Regent went to 


France on May 14, 1524, and never afterwards returned. On 
July 29, 1524, the King aſſumed the reins of government in 
Holyrood-Houſe,. and the Queen aſſumed-the government of 


him. On Auguſt 30 @ truce was ſigned with England. In 


15 24 the Earl of Angus, and his wife, the Queen-mother, diſ- 
puted who ſhould have the poſſeſſion and direction of the King. 
In September following they were divorced, and the Queen 
married Henry Stuart. In 1527 the King took the government 
into his own hands. In 15 3 he inſtituted the Court of Seſſions 
at Edinburgh. In 1535 the Pope ſent him a conſeerated cap 
and ſword, for his rigour againſt Proteſtants, In February, 
1536, he ſer fail to viſit France; but a ſtorm obliged him to re- 
embark. In Auguſt he landed at Diep in Normandy ; and on 
anuary 1, 1537, was married at Paris to Magdalen, daughter to 
rancis, the King of France, and landed at Leith May 28; but 
the Queen died in June following. On Jan. 10, 15 38, he mar-

bed of a daughbter, died of grief Dec. 13, 1542, near 30 years 
old, having reigned above 28, 'and was ſucceeded by his

1542 MARY, only five days old, under the guardianſhip of the Earl 
of Arran. She was crowned at Stirling Sept. 4, I543, In 
1544 the Engliſh entered Scotland as far as Edinburgh, which 
they burnt: in 1545 they repeated their devaſtations, and the 
Scots made retaliation, On May 29, 1546, Cardinal Beaton 
was ſlain, and great diſturbances aroſe concerning religion. The 
Scots refuſed advantageous offers of peace from England. la 
1547 the marriage of Edward VI. of England with Queen Mary 
was propoſed and rejected; when the Engliſh invaded Scotland, 
and defeated them at the battle. of Muſſelburgh on Sept. 10. 
In 1548 Queen Mary was conveyed to France by a fleet. In 
1550 peace with England, and the Queen-mother went to 
France, and returned the fame year through England, where ſhe 
was honourably entertained. In 1553 Queen Mary choſe freſh 
Guardians, who appointed the Queen-mother Regent. In 1557 
war with England, when the Scots invaded England, but were 
| repelled. On April 24, 1558, Queen Mary was married to the 
Dauphin of France at Paris. The Proteſtant religion gained a 
footing in Scotland. Queen Mary quartered the arms of Eng- 
land with thoſe of France and Scotland. Peace with England 
in 1559. The Proteſtants ſeized on ſeveral caſtles, &c. In 
1560 the French were expelled Scotland by the Proteſtants, and 
the Engliſh aſſiſted the Proteſtants. June 10 the Queen-mo- 
ther died. Peace with England July 16. Francis II. of France, 
Mary's huſband, died Dec. 5, without iffue ; and on the zoth 
of Auguſt, 1561, Mary returned to Scotland, and urged Queen 
Elizabeth of England to declare her heir-apparent to that 
crown, which was refuſed. In 1563-4 Lord Darnley, the ſon 
of Lenox, arrived in Scoiland, after twenty years exile, and 
was reſtored to his eſtates. On July 29, 1564, Queen Mary 
married Lord Darnley, lately created Duke of Albany, when 
he was proclaimed King, and aſſociated with the Queen. On 
March , 1566, David Rizio, her confident and ſecretary, was 
aſſaſſinated in her apartments by Lord Ruthven, Murray, &c. 
who fled to England. On June 19, 1566, ſhe was delivered of 
a Prince named James; and as ſhe had conceived a diſguſt againſt 
Lord | arnley, he was ordered to withdraw from her preſence, 
In October ſhe viſited Bothwell, who had been wounded in a 
ſkirmiſh, for whom ſhe openly ſhewed a regard. On Dec. 15 
James was baptized in the Romiſh manner at Stirling. A few 
days after Lord Darnley was poiſoned, but — and on 
Mm Feb. 
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Feb. 10, 1566-7, the houſe wherein he lodged was blown up, : 
and his body found in the garden, of which Earl Bothwell was 


accuſed, tried, and acquitted. In April he was divorced from 
Lis Lady; and on April 24 committed a rape on Queen Mary, 
who created him Duke of Orkney and Shetland May 15 follow- 


ing, when ſhe was married to him at Holyrood-houſe ; but they 


were obliged to ſhelter themſelves in Borthwick-caſtle, from 


whence they eſcaped in diſguiſe to Dunbar.

In 1570, April 
8, John Hamilton, Archbiſhop of St. Andrew's, was hanged for 
being privy to the murders, of the late King and Regent, In 


1571, Sept. 3. Lenox the Regent was killed at Stirling, and 


ſucceeded on the 6th by the Karl of Marr, who died October 
28, 1572, and was ſucceeded by the Earl of Morton in Nov. 
following. In 1573 he took Edinburgh Caſtle from Mary's 
adherents, which nearly put an end to her party, In 1575 the 
Earl of Bothwell attempted to deliver Orkney and Shetland ta 
the Kivg of Denmark, and was impriſoned. In 1578 Morton of- 
fered to reſign, and the King proclaimed his intention of aſ- 
fuming the government himſelf, being near 12 years of age. On 
O-t. 16, 1579, James made his public entry into Edinburgh. 
In Dec. 1580, Morton was accuſed as an accellary in the _ 
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* der of the late King, and in January following committed to 
cuſtody, when he was tried June 1, 1581, condemned, and June 
2 beheaded. On Auguſt 23, 1582, the King was detained a 
priſoner at Perth, by ſome diſcontented noblemen ; and Auguſt 
28 the Duke of Lenox was exiled. In October the King was 
removed to Holyrood-houſe, Edinburgh ; but 17 3, June 27, 
recovered his liberty, Oct. 11, 1586, Queen Mary was tried 
in England for a conſpiracy againſt Queen Elizabeth's life; on 
the 25th ſhe was condemned, and executed Feb, 17, 1586-7. 
In 1587 James became of age, and in 1588 offered Elizabeth 
of England the whole of his troops to reſiſt the threatened in- 
vaſion from Spain, In April, 1589, he ſuppreſſed a rebellion 
in favour of Popery. In Auguſt he was contracted in marriage 
with Anne, a Princeſs of Denmark, and on Oct. 22 ſet fail for 
Denmark, where he arrived the 28th, On Nov. 23 he was 
publicly married at Upſal; and in January, 515 89-90, viſited the 
Court at Cronenburg-caſtle. On May 6 following, he and his 
Queen landed at Leith, and was crowned the 17th following. 
In the night of December 27, 1591, Bothwell endeavoured to 
ſeize the King in his apartments, but was repulſed. On June 
28, 1592, he again attempted to ſeize the King at Falkland, 
and was again diſappointed, On Feb. 19, 1592-3, the Queen was 
delivered of a Prince named Henry, who was baptized Auguſt 
30. In 1600, Auguſt 5, the Gawries attempted to aſſaſſinate 
the King. In 1600 the Queen was delivered of a Prince 
named Charles, on Nov. 19. On the 24th of March, 1603, 
Queen Elizabeth of England dying, James ſucceeded to her 
dominions, under the title of King of Great-Britain, &c, and 

on April 4 following made his public entry into London.

TH1s iſland had been called Ierne, Hibernia, and ſometimes Scotia, 
long before the latter name was applied to Modern Scotland.
